Police hope man’s voice on 
disturbing call leads to clues 


Missing woman.

An RCMP task force investigat¬ 
ing missing women in Alberta 
hopes a disturbing recording 
of a man’s voice will help them 
crack a case. 

The recording is of a cell¬ 
phone conversation that Am¬ 
ber Tuccaro received while she 
was in a vehicle south of Ed¬ 
monton in August 2010 —^the 
last time she was seen. 

Mounties have posted the 
conversation to a website in 
the hope that someone will 
recognize the voice of a man 
in the vehicle, who pohce say 
is a person of interest. 

Police warn the content 
is disturbing. The man as¬ 
sures Tuccaro that the vehicle 
is headed to Edmonton, but

Tuccaro appears increasingly 
skeptical as the conversation 
continues. 

“You’d better not be taking 
me an 5 ^here I don’t want to 
go,” Tuccaro can be heard tell¬ 
ing the man. “I want to go into 
the city.” 

“We are, we’re going,” the 
man responds. 

“We’re not going into the 
city,” Tuccaro says again. 

The man continues to as¬ 
sure Tuccaro that the roads 
they are taking are headed to 
the east side of Edmonton. The 
recording becomes garbled as 
the call fades, but the man can 
be heard saying “gravel” right 
before the call cuts out. 

Tuccaro, who was 20 at the 
time and was the mother of 
a 14-month old, hasn’t been 
seen or heard from since. 

“Please hsten to the man’s 
voice. If you do recognize him, 
call pohce,” Tuccaro’s mother, 
Vivian Tuccaro, said at the 
news conference where police

Cyclist killed 
was promising 
track athlete 

The young man killed in a 
cycling accident Monday 
was a star track and field 
athlete at the University 
of Alberta. 

Friends identified 
the young man as Isaak 
Kornelsen, a 21-year 
old Arts student at the 
university. He was travel¬ 
ling along Wh 3 Ae Avenue 
when he fell in front of a 
cement truck, after trying 
to dodge the side mirror 
of a pick-up truck. 

He fell to the street 
and a cement truck ran 
him over. Police arrived 
on the scene promptly, 
but Kornelsen was killed 
instantly. 

Kris Lo shack knew 
Kornelsen since he was 15 
and both participated in 
the Edmonton Thunder 
track club. 

“He was just a super 
honest person, really 
modest and super genu¬ 
ine,” said Loshack. “He 
was probably the most 
genuine person I have 
ever met.” 

Despite being a strong 
athlete, Loshack said 
Kornelsen was never ultra 
competitive. 

“He was almost too 
nice of a guy to be an 
athlete.” 

Even Kornelsen’s com¬ 
petitors had nothing but 
kind words. 

“He was a phenomenal 
athlete, but at the same 
time he never boasted 
(about) himself, he 
never put himself above 
anyone,” said Kenton 
Sportak, a Calgarian, who 
competed against him in 
high school and as part 
of University of Calgary 
athletic club. 

Loshack said many of 
Kornelsen’s friends are 
planning to take part in 
the monthly Critical Mass 
bicycle ride on Friday 
afternoon, in Kornelsen’s 
honour and memory.

The woman from the cen¬ 
tral zone has contracted the 
more serious but rare neuro¬ 
logical syndrome of West 
Nile, and doctors have not 
confirmed where she may 
have been exposed to the 
virus. 

Albertans are encouraged 
to wear insect repellent with 
DEET; wear long-sleeved, 
light-coloured shirts and 
pants; wear a hat; and con¬ 
sider sta 3 dng indoors at dawn 
and dusk when mosquitoes

City wants disaster reUef 
from province for July storms

Four storms that poimded Ed¬ 
monton in July pushed the city 
to ask the province for disaster 
relief funding. 

Chris Ward, branch man¬ 
ager of drainage services, told 
council’s utility committee 
Tuesday that storms between 
July 12 and 23 produced rain¬ 
fall that happens once every 10 
years, to once every 200. 

“Most of the problems ... 
were caused by extreme rain¬ 
fall intensity, huge amoimts of 
hail which blocked the catch 
basin inlets, highly saturated 
groimd and, in one particular 
case, a partial blockage of sew¬ 
ers resulting from debris,” said 
Ward. 

The Insurance Bureau of 
Canada has pegged the cost 
of the storms at more than 
$100 million.

As of Aug. 1, more than 
3,400 reports had been made 
to the city due to the rainfall, of 
which more than 9C‘ 
were classified as 
flooded basements.

Don’t tempt fate, Obama says 
as Big Easy braces for Isaac 


A roiling tropical storm with 
the innocent-sounding name 
of Isaac turned into a poten¬ 
tial mass killer late Tuesday. 

Isaac became a full-blown 
Category 1 hurricane as it 
zeroed in on New Orleans — 
the Big Easy. 

As Isaac made landfall in 
southeast Louisiana, tens of 
thousands of people hun¬ 
kered down behind boarded- 
up windows with stockpiles 


of food and water. 

And New Orleans waited 
nervously behind flood- 
defence levees strengthened 
after devastating hurricane 
Katrina struck exactly seven 
years ago. 

Streets famous for hosting 
celebrations at all hours were 
turned into ghost boulevards. 

The U.S. National Hurri¬ 
cane Center said Isaac, with 
130 km/h winds, had gained 


strength as it moved over the 
warm, open waters of the 
Gulf 

“Now is not the time to 
tempt fate,” U.S. President 
Barack Obama warned from 
the White House. “You need 
to take this seriously.” 

New Orleans Mayor Mitch 
Landrieu did not activate a 
mandatoiy evacuation for 
Isaac. Instead, officials urged 
residents to hunker down 


and make do with the sup¬ 
plies they had. 

“We don’t expect a Ka¬ 
trina-like event, but remem¬ 
ber there are things about a 
Category 1 storm that can kill 
you,” Landrieu said. 

“Isaac is the son of Abra¬ 
ham,” said Margaret Thomas, 
who chose to stay put in New 
Orleans. “It’s a special name 
that means ‘God will protect 

us.’” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


New anguish 
over movie 
massacre 


Fundraising furor. 

Organizers trading on 
the memory of 'our 
murdered loved ones,’ 
emotional family 
members allege 


Anguished family members 
of victims of the Colorado 
movie massacre lashed out 
at organizers of a fundraising 
campaign Tuesday. 

They claimed more than 
$5 million has been collected 
“using pictures and names of 
our murdered loved ones.” 

But so far, they said, no 
more than $5,000 has been 
given to each of the families 
facing bills for medical treat¬ 
ment and other expenses. 

The families also said 
they’ve been shut out of de¬ 
cisions on how the money 
should be spent and that 
fundraisers have been un¬ 
responsive to their questions 
and suggestions. 

“When you generate do¬

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Norwegian PM apologizes 
for mistakes during massacre 


Emergency response. 

Government promises 
new plan to deal with 
crises after 500 -page 
report exposes flaws 


Norwegian Prime Minister 
Jens Stoltenberg on Tuesday 
apologized for flaws in the 
response to last year’s bomb 
and gun rampage by a right- 
wing extremist who killed 77 
people and pledged sweeping 
measures to improve terror 
preparedness. 

Stoltenberg told lawmakers 
that the government is adopt¬ 
ing an emergency plan to deal 
with crises, including the estab- 
hshment of a new emergency 
response centre, improving 
co-operation between rescue 
teams and a quicker flow of in¬ 
formation between ofiicials. 

His address to Parhament 
came in the wake of a 500- 
page report by a government- 
appointed commission that 
exposed shortcomings in the 


Scandinavian coimtiy’s crisis 
preparedness and highlighted 
police blimders during the July 
22, 2011, attacks when Anders 
Behring Breivik gunned down 
69 people on Utoya island after 
exploding a bomb in central 
Oslo, killing eight. 

Breivik, who was convicted 
of terror and given a 21-year 
prison sentence that can be ex¬ 
tended for as long as he’s con¬ 
sidered a threat to society, told 
the court that he had expected 
to be killed by pohce. 

Instead, their bimgled re¬ 
sponse allowed him to himt 
down panicked teenagers on 
Utoya for more than an hour 
before they arrested him. 

On Tuesday, Stoltenberg 
conceded that as head of gov¬ 
ernment he held the highest 
responsibility and that it had 
taken that responsibility and 
led the nation in the aftermath 
of the massacre. 

Still, he conceded that mis¬ 
takes had been made and list¬ 
ing the main conclusions of the 
report he said: “For this I apolo¬ 
gize.”

the decades-long practice of 
industry mimicry now can 
mean a bruising legal chal¬ 
lenge.

But the 
switch, experts say, will be 
much more challenging and 
time-consuming than the 
shortcuts Samsung used to 
take. 

Samsung has long been 
regarded as a “fast follower” 
— imitating or licensing tech¬ 
nologies and then competing 
by lowering costs, improving 
quality and adding functions. 

When Apple released its 
cutting-edge iPhone in 2007, 
Samsung employees were 
likely too pressed to catch up 
to scrutinize possible patent 
encroachments. South Korea’s 
idea of intellectual property is 
also less strict than that in the 
U.S., and speedy execution is 
highly valued at Samsung. 

Still, Samsung outsold 
Apple this year in smart¬ 
phones by offering more 
variety, including low-end 
phones for price-conscious 
consumers.

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New U.S. fuel standards aim to double average gas mileage 



New technology. 

Regulations targeting 
greenhouse-gas 
emissions will bring 
dramatic changes to 
the auto industry 


The Obama administration 
has finalized new fuel econ¬ 
omy rules that will require 
the fieet-wide average of new 
cars and trucks sold in the 
U.S. to double over the next 
13 years. 

The average fuel economy 
must reach 54.5 miles (87.7 
km) per gallon (3.8 liters) by 


2025, up from 28.6 mpg at 
the end of last year. 

The regulations will 
bring dramatic changes to 
the cars and trucks in U.S. 
showrooms, with the goal of 
cutting greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions and fuel consumption. 

To meet the standard, 
automakers will need to 
introduce new technology 
to improve gasoline-powered 
engines. And they’ll need 
to sell more alternative fuel 
vehicles. Critics say the rules 
will add thousands to the 
price of new cars and make 
them unaffordable for many. 

The administration says 
the latest changes will save 
families more than $1.7 tril¬ 


lion US in fuel costs and 
bring an average savings of 
$8,000 over the lifetime of 
a new vehicle sold in 2025. 
The standards also are the 
biggest step the U.S. govern¬ 
ment has ever taken toward 
cutting greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions, Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency Administrator 
Lisa Jackson said. Tailpipe 
emissions from cars and 
light trucks will be halved by 
2025, the government said. 

President Barack Obama 
said the new fuel standards 
“represent the single most 
important step” his admin¬ 
istration has taken to reduce 
U.S. dependence on foreign 
oil. 


The gas mileage require¬ 
ments will be phased in 
gradually and get tougher 
starting in 2017. They build 
on a 2009 deal between the 
Obama administration and 
automakers that commit¬ 
ted cars and trucks to aver¬ 
age 35.5 mpg by model year 
2016. 

The new rules were 
adopted after an agreement 
between the administra¬ 
tion and 13 automakers last 
year. That’s a change from 
the past, when automakers 
fought stricter fuel economy 
changes, sa 5 dng it cost them 
too much to build vehicles to 
meet the stricter standards.

Banks. BMO, 
Scotiabank 
report 
higher Q3 
earnings 

Two of Canada’s biggest 
banks surprised analysts 
Tuesday with stronger-than- 
expected third-quarter earn¬ 
ings and dividend boosts. 

But the earnings increase 
at the Bank of Montreal was 
largely due to gains at its U.S. 
operations and a decline in 
provision for credit losses, 
while at Scotiabank, the sale 
of its Toronto headquarters 
accounted for the lion’s 
share of double-digit growth. 

The first two Canadian 
banks to report third-quarter 
earnings — the rest release 
results Thursday — have also 
been able to beat expecta¬ 
tions because analysts aren’t 
looking for much growth in 
the current global economic 
climate. 

BMO raised its quarterly 
dividend for the first time 
since 2007 — a bump of two 
cents to 72 cents per share 
— as it posted a 37 per cent 
increase in profits. 

Scotiabank lifted its divi¬ 
dend by two cents to 57 cents 
per share while its profits 
grew by 57 per cent - helped 
by a $614 million after-tax 
gain from the sale of its 
downtown Toronto head¬ 
quarters, Scotia Plaza. Scotia 
also boosted its dividend in 
March. 

BMO shares gained 23 
cents to close at $57.93 
Tuesday on the Toronto Stock 
Exchange, while Scotiabank’s 
shares lost early momentum 
to move down four cents to

“As far as I imderstand this 
is within the (Canadian Radio¬ 
television Telecommunications 
Commission) jurisdiction and 
Competition Bureau,” Paradis 
said. 

“These are arms-length or¬ 
ganizations, so I beheve these 


institutions will do what they 
have to do according to the 
law” 

Paradis made the state¬ 
ments after a speech related 
to strengthening Canada’s in¬ 
volvement in the global digital 
economy to a Toronto audience 
at the Economic Club of Can¬ 
ada on Tuesday 

Stop The Takeover Coahtion 
is calling on Canadians to sign 
an online petition to Paradis, 
Heritage Minister James Moore, 
the CRTC and the Competition 


Bureau to voice their oppos¬ 
ition to the deal they say will 
further concentrate Canadian 
media. 

However, the Industry de¬ 
partment usually does not 
become involved in large take¬ 
overs unless they are by foreign 
companies. 

The deal would see Bell 
own more than 33 per cent of 
the Canadian English-language 
content. 

The protest coalition is led 
by Openmedia.ca, and also in¬ 


cludes unions and lobby groups 
such as Canada Without Pov¬ 
erty, the Canadian Media Guild 
and the Consumers’ Associa¬ 
tion of Canada. 

This campaign is similar 
to one laimched earlier this 
month by Cogeco, Eastlink, and 
Quebecor, which are competi¬ 
tors of Bell and Astral Media. 

A Bell spokeswoman said 
Tuesday it “sees no reason of 
course, why the Astral-Bell deal 
wouldn’t happen.”

New film more of a

Jeffrey Dean Morgan is all 
for you getting scared watch¬ 
ing The Possession — about 
a young girl who starts dis- 
pla 5 dng disturbing behaviour 
after her family purchases an 
old Hebrew artifact — but it’s 
not a horror movie, he swears. 

Morgan, who plays the 
girl’s beleaguered dad in the 
film, makes his pitch for The 
Possession as a character 
piece and offers some insight 
on why audiences can’t get 
enough of exorcisms. 

What was the initial draw for 
you for this project? 

Everybody wants to label this 
as a horror movie, and I never 
considered it to be a horror 
movie going in. 

It actually had a story to 
it, and I’m so used to horror 
movies this day and age being 
foimd footage, shaky camera, 
just a f—ing visual onslaught 
of gore. 

This movie actually had a 
stoiy and it reminded me of 
the movies that I thought were 
scaiy—The Exorcist and Rose¬ 
mary’s Baby and The Omen 
— where you could become 
invested in those characters. 
This had that. (I play) a recent¬ 
ly divorced guy trying to be a 
good father and sort of faihng 
miserably with two teenage 
daughters. 


So you’ve got a family 
that’s kind of been troubled at 
the heart of this. And then of 
course there’s demons inside 
people, so there’s that (laughs). 

But it’s really, I think, a 
character piece. I think it real¬ 
ly gives the opportunity for 
us to act and for (director) Ole 
(Bomedal) to direct, and that 
helps a great deal when doing 
this kind of thing. 

Why do you think demonic 
possession continues to be 
such a popular topic for 
horror tilms? 

Yeah, I mean people go 
see these movies, for sure. I 
don’t know, I didn’t ever really 


put it together but it’s always 
the kid who gets possessed, 
and the parents are trying to, 
I guess, save the day — with 
a priest or a rabbi, I guess, in 
our case. 

But I just think a child 
getting possessed is... what 
is more horrific for a parent 
than that? And I think that’s 
something that maybe people 
can somehow relate to. And 
what 11-year-old girl isn’t pos¬ 
sessed? 

Plus so many of them 
purport to be based on true 
stories. 

There is that element of it 
could happen, maybe. I’m 


a skeptic when it comes to 
all that paranormal activity 
and craziness and posses¬ 
sion, but in doing the little 
bit of research that I did for 
this movie, there’s some 
scary s— out there. You can 
see it on the Internet, actual 
exorcisms and stuff that have 
happened. 

I’ve got to wonder how that 
is there. I mean, it doesn’t look 
staged to me, and it’s super- 
scary. But I think there’s that 
element that this could be a 
real thing. And people argue 
that it absolutely is a real 
thing, and I think because of 
that it’s interesting subject 
matter.

Lawless sees director John 
Hillcoat once more teaming 
up with cult gothic rock 
god Nick Cave for a violent, 
meandering, macho shoot 
em up. The results are less 
weighty than their previous 
Cave penned collaborations. 
Ghosts of the Civil Dead 
and The Proposition, in fact, 
despite the ample bloodshed 
and agony on screen. Law¬ 
less is actually kind of a — 
gasp — good time. 

Not words you’d expect 
from the man who gave 
us the bleaker than death 
adaptation of The Road, but 
the film, which sees Shia 
LaBeouf as a gentle yoimger 
sibling to a fierce brood of 
prohibition era moonshiners 
is painted with such broad, 
arch strokes and is filled 
with such buoyant roots 
music that only the hard¬ 
est heart wouldn’t smile.

We can all imagine the fear 
that comes along with be¬ 
ing chased by a werewolf. Or 
waking up to find Dracula 
staring down at you. They are 
living, breathing, or in Drac’s 
case, dead and not so breath¬ 
ing, but you get the idea, em¬ 
bodiments of evil. 

But how about inani¬ 
mate objects? Have you ever 
been terrified of a lamp? Or 
creeped out by a tire? 

In this weekend’s The Pos¬ 
session a Dybbuk Box pur¬ 
chased at a yard sale brings 
misfortune to everyone who 
comes in contact with it. 

It’s not the first time that 
the movies have imbued an 
inert object with evil powers. 

There have been loads of 
haunted houses in the mov¬ 
ies. 

In most of them, however, 
the house is merely a vessel 
for a spirit or some unseen 
entity that makes its presence 
know by making the walls 
bleed or randomly slamming 
doors. Rarer is the house that 
is actually evil. 

Stephen King wrote about 
a house that eats people in 
the third installment of his 
Dark Tower series. On screen 
Robert Zemeckis and Steven 
Spielberg visualized the idea 
in the appropriately titled 
Monster House. 

In this animated movie 
three teens figure out the 
house across the street is a 
man-eating monster. 

By the time they got 
around to the fourth install¬ 
ment of the most famous 
haunted house series, the 


Amit37ville Horror, film¬ 
makers had to figure out a 
new plotline apart from the 
tired “new owners move in 
to the house, get freaked out 
leave,” storyline. 

In The Amit57ville Horror: 
The Evil Escapes, a cursed 
lamp causes all sorts of 
trouble when it is shipped 
from the evil Long Island 
house to a Californian man¬ 
sion. Other electrical ap¬ 
pliances to go mad include 
blenders and stoves.

story of a - 

killer tire 

— yes, you 
read that 
right — with 
psychokinet- 
ic powers — 
think Carrie 
with treads 

— who ter¬ 
rorizes the 
American 
southwest. 

It’s an ab¬ 
surdist tract 
on how and 
why we watch 
movies, what 
entertainment 
is and the movie 
business, among 
other things. But 
frankly, mostly it’s about a 
tire rolling around the desert 
and while there is something 
kind of h37pnotic about watch¬ 
ing the tire on its murderous 
journey — think Natural 
Born Killers but round and 
rubbery — that doesn’t mean 
Rubber is a good movie. 

Finally, think bed bugs 
are bad?

Restaurant Makeover 
made over. Fresh twist 
Takeover adds new edge 
to popular program 



Restaurants teetering on 
the edge of bankruptcy 
need to get with the times, 
says a food industry expert 
who is passionate about 
helping failing eateries get 
their ledgers back in the 
black. 

Chef Corbin Tomaszeski, 
who dines incognito as part 
of Restaurant Takeover, 
says he’s amazed that many 
restaurateurs are not up-to- 
date when it comes to social 
networking or don’t have 
Wi-Fi. 

“If you look at the young¬ 
er generation with their 
smartphones, you’ve got 
to get on board with that. 
People come in with their 
smartphones. What do they 
do?” he asked. “They take 
pictures, there’s Facebook, 
they’re tweeting, there’s 
Pinterest, Instagram, 

there’s all those things they 
do and that’s just with their 
cellphone,” he said. 

“That’s a huge impact on 
your business and if you’re 
not set up for it, you’re

screwed.” 

Tomaszeski, who is exec¬ 
utive chef at the Royal On¬ 
tario Museum and has 20 
years experience in the food 
trade, is one of the experts 
who, along with designers, 
turn around failing eateries 
in the new show Restaurant 
Takeover. 

The fresh take on Restau¬ 
rant Makeover premieres 
Thursday at 9 p.m. ET on 
Food Network Canada. 

“I like the spin on the 
new direction the show has 
taken,” with a greater focus 
on food and more tough 
love, Tomaszeski said. 

What’s different is the 
addition of spy-cams, which 
provide undercover footage 
of what customers would 
see, “which makes it bla¬ 
tantly obvious why they’re 
having the problems they 
are,” he added. 

“We’re actually look¬ 
ing at the restaurant while 


they’re in business, which 
is something that never 
happened before. (Before) 
we went when it was empty, 
there was never any public 
there. You now have that 
realness to the show. It’s 
less stagy, or fabricated as 
I say, and I also think it’s 
not as predictable as the old 
show.” 

He said there’s more 
focus on resolving why 
the restaurants are having 
problems rather than just 
doing a quick fix and creat¬ 
ing a few dishes. 

“There’s a little more ac¬ 
countability on the restau¬ 
rant’s side with the chef and 
the designer taking over the 
restaurant. And (it’s) really 
explaining to these restau¬ 
rant owners that their busi¬ 
ness is in the pits and we 
need to do something about 
it. So we physically take the 
restaurant over.” 

Besides Tomaszeski, 
other familiar faces include 
Massimo Capra, chef and 
co-owner of Toronto Ital¬ 
ian restaurants Mistura and 
Sopra Upper Lounge, and 
designers Cherie Stinson 
and Cheryl Torrenueva.

Christina Aguilera is compar¬ 
ing her upcoming album to a 
“rebirth.” 

With more than a decade 
in the music business behind 
her, the album will be a cul¬ 
mination of “ever 3 d:hing I’ve 
experienced up until this 
point,” the 31-year-old pop 
star said in a recent interview. 

“I’ve been through a lot 
since the release of my last 
album, being on (The Voice), 
having had a divorce,” she 
said. “This is all sort of a free 
rebirth for me.” 

Aguilera and Jordan Brat¬ 
man were married for five 
years before she filed for di¬ 
vorce in 2010. They have a 
four-year-old son. Max. 

Her new album’s first sin¬ 
gle, Your Body, was produced 
by Max Martin, who also pro¬ 
duced Aguilera’s last hit, the 
Maroon 5 smash Moves Like 
Jagger, where she was fea¬ 
tured. 

“I’m embracing many dif¬ 
ferent things, but it’s all feel¬ 
good,” she said of the album’s 
material, including tracks 
that are “super expressive” 
and fun, with moments that 
are “super vulnerable.” 

The new album, which is 
without a release date or an¬ 
nounced title, will feature 
fellow Voice coach Cee Lo 
Green and comes two years 
after Aguilera’s lacklustre Bi¬ 
onic, which has sold 310,000 
units, according to Nielsen 


SoundScan. 

That album featured elec¬ 
tronic and dance-flavoured 
tracks as well as pop ballads; 


it’s her only album to not 
reach platinum status. 

“In the fashion that I al¬ 
ways like to put forth, it’s 


very self-expressive and it’s 
all heartfelt,” Aguilera said of 
her new material.

told Aguilera at a recent news

Sheeran releases debut, collaborates with Swift 


You Oughta Know 
Tour. The man behind 
multiple tracks for 
multiple acts has 
already sold 1 million 
units in U.K. from first 
solo album 


Ed Sheeran never wanted to 
be in a boy band, but when he 
wrote a song called Moments 
when he was 15, he knew it 
would someday be a perfect 
song for a male group. 

Luckily for Sheeran, his 
friends — the English pop 
quintet One Direction — 
needed a song, and asked the 
breakthrough singer to send 


something their way. 

“It was always a song that 
I always intended for a boy 
band. I was like, ‘This is my 
boy band song, but I’m never 
going to sing it,”’ Sheeran, 
now 21, recalled. 

“I just held on to it for a 
long period of time.” 

Moments, a pop ballad, 
made its way as a bonus track 
to One Direction’s platinum¬ 
selling debut album. Up All 
Night, released in March. 

He’s teaming up again 
with One Direction for the 
group’s sophomore album, 
and recently wrote and re¬ 
corded songs with Taylor 
Swift for her upcoming 
fourth album. Red. 

He was tight-hpped about 
the collaboration, but said 


the experience was a “breath 
of fresh air” because of Swift’s 
colossal success. 

“As a person, Taylor’s such 
a sweetheart,” he said in a 
recent interview when asked 
about what it’s like to work 
with her. 

“(She’s) the perfect ex¬ 
ample of what musicians 
should be and how they 
should work and react. She 
just loves music and she’s not 
in it for an 3 fthing else.” 

English-born Sheeran says 
he has more than 100 tracks 
dedicated to other acts. But 
he isn’t just providing tunes 
for others; he’s busy promot¬ 
ing his own songs. 

His debut album has sold 
more than 1 million units in 
the United Kingdom since its 


release last September. 

It was released in the 
United States in June, where 
it debuted at No. 5 on Bill¬ 
board’s Top 200 albums chart. 

He describes his sound as 
a mix of “folk, acoustic, hip- 
hop, soul, eveiything.” 

His influences range from 
Damien Rice to James Morri¬ 
son to Jay-Z. 

“I started rapping prob¬ 
ably before I started sing¬ 
ing,” said Sheeran, who will 
kick off the VHl You Oughta 
Know Tour With Ed Sheeran 
on Sept. 8 in Orlando, Fla. 

“I was really into Eminem 
when ... The Slim Shady LP 
came out. ... I wasn’t allowed 
to have it ‘cause he swears a 
lot.”

Jubilation. Singer 
celebrates happy home 
life — basking in 
afterglow of marriage 
and birth of son 


When chatting with celebri¬ 
ties, prying personal ques¬ 
tions are often off-limits, or 
at least frowned upon. In 
the case of Alanis Morissette, 
however, the personal and 
professional have perhaps 
never intertwined so closely. 

Sure, the sharpest edges 
of her breakthrough breakup 
screed Jagged Little Pill in¬ 
spired enduring chatter about 
the identity of her battered 
target (the prevailing theory 
is also the most disappoint¬ 
ing: Full House star Dave Cou- 
lier). 

And later releases So- 
Called Chaos and its moody 
follow-up Flavors of Entangle¬ 
ment seemed to provide some 
dizzying details of the Ot¬ 
tawa star’s fall into and out 
of a serious relationship with 
Hollywood heart throb Ryan 
Re3molds. 

But Havoc and Bright 
Lights is different. Basking 
in the afterglow of her 2010 
marriage to rapper Mario (MC 


Souleye) Treadway and the 
birth of their son. Ever, later 
that year, Morissette recorded 
the new album at home so 
her child would always be 
close at hand. 

Of course, he was top of 
mind too, as Morissette’s 
happy home life and new 
motherhood fuelled a collec¬ 
tion of tunes with a dramat¬ 
ically different outlook than 
her previous work. 

“It has allowed me to have 
more fuel and more energy, 
rather than being drained by 
the profound dysfunction of 
my relationship and having 
me be distracted,” said the 
38-year-old in a recent inter¬ 
view in Toronto. 

“It’s allowed me to really 
focus on my priorities.” 

Professionally, that meant 
spending a “painstaking” 
amount of time crafting her 
first album in four years. It 
also meant finding the will to 
be bhssfully ignorant to any 
unsolicited outside input. 

And “blissful” certainly 
seems to be the word these 
days, as Morissette glides into 
each engagement in a day of 
interviews as if she’s a few 
inches off the ground. 

Stylishly outfitted in slim- 
fitting khaki pants, a white 
blouse and teal blazer with 
some tasteful gold jewelry 


bangling around her wrists 
to match her bright yellow 
heels, Morissette’s arrival is 
preceded by whispers firom 
press and pubhcists alike 
about just how, well, nice she 
is. 

The record, too, reflects 
her newfound jubilation. Be¬ 


neath the adrenalized guitars 
of album opener Guardian, 
Morissette sings both about 
her need to protect her son 
but also the way he’s made 
her value herself more. 

And the album’s stark¬ 
est sentimentalism concerns 
her relationship with her

husband. The gently uplift¬ 
ing adult pop confection 
Empathy finds Morissette 
thanking Treadway for really 
“seeing” her, while Til You — 
a fluttering wisp of a ballad 
— is the first “bona fide love 
song” she’s ever written. 

Aside from inspiring those 
tunes, Treadway has had a 
more pragmatic impact on 
Morissette’s professional life. 
When she embarked on a 
brief-but-taxing trek through 
Europe recently — her first 
tour in four years — Treadway 
came along with her, bringing 
Ever to shows outfitted with a 
cautionary set of noise-cancel- 
ling headphones. 

Needless to say, it was 
a major change from what 
Morissette had grown used to. 

“I used to think that trav¬ 
elling was its own entity — I 
would come home and try to 
pick up the pieces of my so- 
called personal life. Now, my 


personal life is on the road, 
so it will sustain touring for a 
long time,” she said. 

“There was a period of 
time where the alpha woman 
— which happens to be the 
archet 5 q)e that I am — was 
burnt at the stake and we had 
our heads chopped off. Now 
we’re actually gloriously be¬ 
ing championed,” she added, 
speaking more generally 
about her relationship. 

“And then there’s this com¬ 
ponent of this beta-empow¬ 
ered man who doesn’t have 
to be apologetic or shamed 
for the fact that he was born 
to support the mission of his 
woman. So I think it made it 
all possible for me to have the 
beautiful marriage that I have 
and to be able to live my life 
without dating someone who 
slowly clips the wings and 
clips my cape and clips my 
world away.”

• In the 1964 presidential 
campaign, Republican 
candidate Barry Goldwater 
wanted to use Hello Dolly 
and change the words to 
Hello Barry. Upon learning 
that the song was being 
appropriated for rallies, 
the show’s producer, David 
Merrick, an outspoken 
Democrat, reportedly ap¬ 
proached the campaign and 
said they were violating 
copyright law. Word got 
out to the campaign of 
Goldwater's opponent, 
Lyndon Johnson, and they 
tapped Carol Channing, 
who was playing the lead in 
Dolly, to record Hello Lyn¬ 
don. No one complained. 


• In 1984, when Ronald 
Reagan mentioned Bruce 
Springsteen in a speech, 
the musician was very quick 
to publicly distance himself 
from the president. 


• In 1988, when George Bush 
ran for president, he used 
Bobby McFerrin's hit Don't 
Worry, Be Happy, and 
quickly received a cease 
and desist. 


• In 1996, Bob Dole tried to 
pull a Hello Dolly and 
turn Sam and Dave’s Soul 
Man into Dole Man. The 
publisher of the song 
threatened to sue. 


• Tom Petty sent George W. 
Bush a cease and desist or¬ 
der for using I Won’t Back 
Down in his campaign in 
2000 . Petty later performed 
the song at the house of 
Al Gore. 


In 2008, John McCain’s 
music choices seemed 
humorously self-aware, 
employing ABBA’s Take a 
Chance on Me and Jackson 
Browne’s Running on 
Empty. But the musicians 
weren’t exactly in on 
the joke, and in the only 
instance of a presidential 
candidate being sued by 
a musician, a California 
District Court ruled in 
favour of Browne, forcing 
McCain to pay up. McCain 
also unsuccessfully tried 
to use songs by Heart, Foo 
Fighters and Van Halen. 


• Republicans aren’t the 
only ones to get in trouble 
for their music choices. In 
2008, when Barack Obama 
used Sam and Dave’s soul 
classic. Hold On, I’m Com¬ 
ing at appearances, singer 
Sam Moore (he who also 
objected to the use of Dole 
Man) asked Obama to stop. 
The singer didn’t endorse 
Obama, but said, “It is 
thrilling, in my lifetime, to 
see that our country has 
matured to the place where 
it is no longer an impos¬ 
sibility for a man of colour 
to really be considered as a 
legitimate candidate for the 
highest office."

The last week and a half has 
seen a number of musicians 
publicly complaining about 
their involuntary association 
with politicians. 

Responses have been uni¬ 
formly biting and mostly 
funny. Recently, the Silversun 
Pickups issued a statement 
to the Republican presump¬ 
tive nominee for the U.S. 
presidency IMitt Romney 
about the inappropriate use of 
their song Panic Switch. 

“We don’t like people go¬ 
ing behind our backs, using 


our music without asking, 
and we don’t like the Romney 
campaign,” wrote singer Brian 
Aubert. “We’re nice, approach¬ 
able people. We won’t bite. 
Unless you’re IVlitt Romney!” 

Earlier in the month, Tom 
IMorello of Rage Against the 
jVlachine wrote an open letter 
via Rolling Stone to Romney’s 
running mate Paul Ryan, who 
said Rage was one of his favor¬ 
ite bands. 

“Paul Ryan’s love of Rage 
Against the IVlachine is amus¬ 
ing,” wrote IMorello, “because 
he is the embodiment of the 
machine that our music has 
been raging against for two 
decades.” 

And just last Tuesday, Dee 
Snider of Twisted Sister asked 
Ryan to stop playing his band’s 
We’re Not Gonna Take It.

With The Singer, Garfunkel 
went to great pains to 
make sure each song 
would flow perfectly into 
the next, and he's hoping 
fans will listen to the tunes 
in sequence. The 34-song 
collection, which he put 
together himself, includes 
his solo work as well as 
tracks from his Simon 
& Garfunkel years. The 
project also has two new 
songs — Lena and Long. 


As he reflects on 
the past with a new 
collection of mostly 
older tunes, legendary pop-folk 
singer-songwriter Art Garfun¬ 
kel is also wrestling with his 
musical future. 

The harmonizing master 
of Simon & Garfunkel and 
solo-artist fame, who releases 
the two-GD retrospective col¬ 
lection The Singer on Tuesday, 
has battled vocal cord paresis 
for about two years now and 
took a break from performing 
live until recently. 

And though the six-time 
Grammy Award wirmer says 
he’s “95 per cent” healed, he’s 
rmsure of what will happen 
with his music career. 

“1 was nervous in Wil- 


hamstown, (Mass.,) was it three 
nights ago or four nights ago, 
the first show in quite a while,” 
Garfunkel said in a recent tele¬ 
phone interview from North¬ 
ern Greece, one of several stops 
on his ongoing, years-long 
“walk across Europe.” 

“But it’s all going to be OK, 1 
feel it in the bones. I will corral 
this experience and triumph.” 

The recovery of the 70-year- 
old’s beloved dulcet tones 
aren’t his only obstacle to en¬ 
tering the studio and record¬ 
ing a full-length album of new 
tunes, though. 

“I don’t know what comes 
next,” said the New York na¬ 
tive, who is also a Golden 
Globe-nominated actor and a 
poet.

Maintaining a band for 
20 years while eschewing 
mainstream culture is no 
easy feat. But despite An¬ 
ton Newcombe’s brush 
with near-celebrity a few 
years back when his band, 
Brian Jonestown Mas¬ 
sacre, engaged in a well- 
documented spat with the 
Dandy Warhols, the singer 
and songwriter has main¬ 
tained enough popularity 
to prosper and continue 
while remaining spiritu¬ 
ally and artistically in the 
underground. 

“Let’s be honest: The 
mainstream is a sewer,” 
Newcombe states, adding a 
few acronyms — MTV, TMZ 
— as examples of what he 
deems a murky puddle. 
“Why on Earth would 1 
want to be anywhere near 
any of it? ... Growing up in 
Newport Beach and watch¬ 
ing the culture change 
from local and well-to-do 


to transient new money 
bulls— forced me to for¬ 
sake it forever.” 

Newcombe is no longer 
a So-Gal boy. These days he 
lives in Berlin, hence the 
title of BJM’s latest album, 
Aufheben. 

“It’s the last place in 
the Western world that 
will adopt the outward 
trapping of a police state 
as we glide ever deeper 
into something that looks 
like and feels like corpor¬ 
ate fascism,” he says of his 
adopted city. “The people 
of Germany have experi¬ 
ence with government 
overstepping human rights 
to the point of genocide. As 
a culture, it is overwhelm¬ 
ingly on guard to learn 
and atone for the past and 
work hard to build a bet¬ 
ter future,” he says, add¬ 
ing a succinct: “I love the 
energy.” 

What does aufheben 
mean? 

Hegel defined it as to 
end something and to raise 
something to a higher 
level. Newcombe says: “I 
think the word aufheben 
is topical on a personal 
level and a global level. ... 
That and the phrase ‘yield 
to overcome.’ Sometimes 
you ... take stock to excel, 
other times you need to 
rip it up and start again to 
reach greatness.” 


“For me, as a singer. I’m 
only now just last week get¬ 
ting back onstage and trust¬ 
ing that I can sing again. So 
beyond stage comes recording. 
Recording is skittish for people 
like me. How do you get paid? 
How do you track it? There’s no 
charts anymore. How do you 
know if people like it? What’s 
the form? Radio is dead.” 

Garfunkel also longs for 
the days of analogue and pre¬ 
piracy. 

“I must say the whole idea 
of recording in the studio, 
which was the fun of crafting it 
and singing in private and be¬ 
ing shy but being a perfection¬ 
ist, it ruled my life until the 
age of digital.

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Fifty Shades phenomenon only getting hotter

E L James’ multimillion-selling 
erotic trilogy Fifty Shades of 
Grey, a list-topper since early 
spring, is expected to benefit at 
least a dozen novels, say book¬ 
sellers and publishers. 


Releases likely to catch on 
include Sylvain Reynard’s Gab¬ 
riel’s Inferno and Gabriel’s Rap¬ 
ture, Sylvia Day’s Reflected in 
You and a compilation of Har¬ 
lequin novellas imsubtly titled, 
12 Shades of Surrender. 

Just in the past two weeks, 
St. Martin’s Press took on Sara 
Fawkes’ self-published hit. Any¬ 
thing He Wants (Dominated 
by the Billionaire), and Gallery 
Books, a Simon & Schuster im¬ 
print, signed up Jeimifer Prob- 
st’s The Marriage Bargain. 


Open Road Integrated 
Media, a digital publisher, an¬ 
nounced it would release the 
popular Eighty Days trilogy, 
written by a “well-known pub¬ 
lishing insider” and a “familiar 
figure in London’s fetish scene” 
collectively known as Vina 
Jackson. 

“We’re in a moment of 
time, let’s put it that way,” says 
Louise Burke, GaUeiy’s publish¬ 
er and executive vice-president. 
“There’s a fiuny of agents com¬ 
ing to us with books.” 


Cindy Hwang, executive 
editor at Berkley Books and 
Sylvia Day’s publisher, says 
that thanks to 50 Shades the 
door between erotica and 
mainstream fiction has been 
“kicked down completely.” The 
market, “this fascination with 
the uber-rich,” demands more 
masters of the universe, at least 
fictional ones. 

Still, Hwang adds, “there 
will be other kinds of books.” 

New novels are coming 
from James Patterson, Mitch 
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Albom, Michael ConneUy, Den¬ 
nis Lehane, John Grisham and 
Patricia ComweU. J.K. Row¬ 
ling will find out how many 
of her adult Harry Potter fans 
are game for a book without 
wizards with The Casual Va¬ 
cancy. Justin Cronin follows his 
bestselling The Passage with 
The Twelve, the second of a 
planned trilogy. 

Ken Follett has a pair of 
projects: A TV miniseries of his 
epic Medieval saga World With¬ 
out End is scheduled to air on 
Reelz Channel starting in Octo¬ 
ber. And his new novel. Winter 
of the World, is the second of 
his Centuiy trilogy on war. 
The author explained during 
a recent interview that Winter 
of the World, a Second World 
War story running nearly 1,000 
pages, was as an education for 
him. 

“Before I started Winter of 
the World, I didn’t loiow that 
the Nazis had killed thousands 
of handicapped people, that 
was completely new to me” he 
says. “World War II has been 
done so many times before 
that I needed to find something 
new. And I was so shocked and 
horrified by this program that 
as soon as I read about it I knew 
I had to use it.” 

Tom Wolfe, who helped 
define 1980s New York in The 
Bonfire of the Vanities, has set 
the 650-page crime story Back 
to Blood in the contempor¬ 
ary “melting pot” of Miami, a 
sprawling canvas “full of hard 
cases who just won’t melt.” Mi¬ 
chael Chabon keeps it close to 
home with Telegraph Avenue, 
named for the famous stretch 
of his longtime residence, 
Berkeley, Calif Zadie Smith’s 
“NW” is another local story, set 
in northwest London, where 
the author grew up. 

Two of the season’s most 
notable music books come 
from another San Francisco 
institution — McSweeney’s, 
the publisher formded by Dave 
Eggers. Talking Heads leader 
David Byrne tracks the influ¬ 
ence of his primary art form 
in How Music Works. Beck’s 
Song Reader is, in fact, a new 
album issued exclusively as 
sheet music. Song Reader is “an 
alternative,” McSweeney’s ad¬ 
vises, “that enlists the listener 
in the tone of every track, and 
that’s as visually absorbing as a

dozen gatefold LPs put togeth¬ 
er.” 

Most rock stars will stick 
to the memoir; Neil Young, 
Rod Stewart, Pete Townshend, 
Courtney Love, sisters Ann and 
Nancy Wilson of Heart.

From Virginia’s industrial 
outskirts of Richmond to the 
pastoral landscapes of the 
Blue Ridge Mountains and be¬ 
yond, an army of artisans are 
turning their love of beer into 
business. 

Armed with an arsenal of 
barley and hops, these craft 
brewers are looking to cash 
in on a growing interest in all 
things local, including alco¬ 
holic libations. 

And recent changes to 
state law are helping craft 
brewers grow their busi¬ 
ness. 

With about 40 craft brew¬ 
eries in the state, Virginia pales 


in comparison to U.S. states 
hke California, Oregon and 
Colorado. But craft brewers in 
Virginia hope to build on the 
success of tire state’s wine in¬ 
dustry, which has seen steady 
growth in recent years and con¬ 
tinues to attract tourists seek¬ 
ing to enjoy the concoctions 
made by Virginia craftsmen. 

For the &st time, the state 
has designated August as Vir¬ 
ginia Craft Beer month, high¬ 
lighted by events at breweries, 
including a statewide festival 
and competition Saturday at 
the award-winning Devils Back¬ 
bone Brewing Company in Nel¬ 
son County. 

“It’s exciting right now. ... 
There’s been a real movement 
in the last hve years,” said Mike 
KiUelea, chairman of the Vir¬ 
ginia Craft Brewers Guild and 
a brewer at Richmond’s Legend 
Brewing Co. for more than hve 
years. 

“Within about two years, 
you’re probably going to have 
a brewery within a short drive 
of pretty much eveiy citizen in 
the commonwealth.... My hope

Luxury digs and a marina have upgraded Montenegro into an A-lisU 


Montenegro — 
where 007 likes 
to play cards 


All that glitters. 

Does tiny Balkan 
state live up to its 
glam portrayal in 
Casino Royale? 


A newly developed luxury 
resort village called Porto 
Montenegro may finally be 
helping Montenegro’s im¬ 
age catch up with its overly 
glamorous portrayal in the 
2006 James Bond film 
Casino Royale. 

Porto Montenegro 
— sometimes called 
the Monte Carlo of 
the Adriatic — has 
upgraded this tiny 


ago and is a brainchild of 
Canadian billionaire Peter 
Munk, who wanted to invest 
in a less-congested French 
Riviera-style resort on a rela¬ 
tively remote and undiscov¬ 
ered European territory. 

“We really see ourselves 
as playing a part in the ren¬ 
aissance of Montenegro’s 
tourism, in particular in 
terms of the marina,” said 
Matt Morley, brand and mar¬ 
keting manager of the mar¬ 
ina. 

“We get a real mix of cus¬ 
tomers visit¬ 
ing our mar¬ 
ina,” he said. 
“Of course, 
there is the 



Balkan state 
from a favourite destination 
of average Russian and Serb¬ 
ian tourists to a mecca for 
some of the world’s wealthi¬ 
est people. 

Located on the southern 
corner of the Adriatic Sea, 
the destination features 
a huge black-and-white- 
tiled infinity pool with a 
panoramic view of the tur¬ 
quoise-coloured water and 
rocky mountain peaks, Ven- 
etian-style waterfront lux¬ 
ury homes, a vibrant naut¬ 
ical village with top brand 
shops and restaurants, and 
a vast super-yacht marina 
for some of the finest boats 
afloat. 

The marina — once a 
navy port and a dry dock 
for Yugoslav and Soviet war¬ 
ships — opened about a year 


A-list, the super-wealthy. 
One of the things that we 
offer is a greater sense of 
privacy than in a lot of other 
marinas out there, in the 
south of France or Sardinia, 
Italy, for example.” 

Locals like to brag about 
scenes from the Bond film, 
which showed their tiny, 
poor Balkan state as a neat 
and romantic place with 
modern trains and ornate 
infrastructure. Ironic¬ 

ally, says Morley, “the film 
wasn’t actually filmed in 
Montenegro, but there’s a 
definite sense of mystique 
still, I think, about Monte¬ 
negro.” 

Morley said a casino 
under construction in Porto 
Montenegro might even be 
named Casino Royale. 

Much of Montenegro’s 


allure comes from its shin¬ 
ing mix of colours: aqua¬ 
marine waters, green pine- 
forested mountains, blazing 
blue skies and white pebble 
beaches. 

But if Montenegro is the 
jewel of the Adriatic, it’s a 
rough and unpolished one. 
Its natural beauty is best 
seen from a plane landing 
at the seaside airport of Ti- 
vat, a 10-minute drive from 
Porto Montenegro. 

Once on the ground, 
a different reality emer¬ 
ges: Visitors can be put off 
by narrow, bumpy 
and traffic- 



jammed 
roads 
lined 
with 
huge and

construction sites. Old com¬ 
munist-era decaying hotels 
dot the spectacular land¬ 
scape. And the beaches can 
be overcrowded during the 
peak of the summer season 
in July and August. 

In some ways, Porto 
Montenegro is trying to re¬ 
store the exclusivity of an 
earlier era. Sveti Stefan is 
a tiny peninsula with sun- 
bleached limestone homes 
that turned from a fishing 
village to a luxury hotel 
complex in the 1960s, at¬ 
tracting famous visitors 
like Elizabeth Taylor and 
Richard Burton. Its 15th- 
century stone walls, narrow 
streets and tiny church were 
destroyed by an earthquake 
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The Porto Montenegro resort is located next to the town of Tivat. photos: marko drobnjakovic/the associated press| 


in 1979, then carefully re¬ 
constructed bit by bit. Sveti 
Stefan lost much of its allure 
during the Balkan Wars, but 
today, its red tile roofs shim¬ 
mer in the sunlight with 
oleander, bougainvillea and 
palms providing green and 
shade. Next to Sveti Stefan, 
the Queen’s Beach offers 
peace and privacy for $92 
per day per person. 

Next door is Budva, 
Montenegro’s biggest tour¬ 
ist resort, featuring a 


with the ham hors-d’oeuvre 
and the must-have “loza” (a 
strong brandy made from 
grapes) as a before-dinner 
drink, cost up $75 per per¬ 
son, without a customary 10 
per cent tip. Even though 
Montenegro is not a Euro¬ 
pean Union country, the 
euro is its official 
currency.

Some of Monte¬ 
negro’s best restaurants — 
offering hors-d’oeuvres of 
traditional extra-dry ham 
and goat cheese dipped in 
olive oil — are located in 
Budva and in the neighbour¬ 
ing fishing village of Bigovo. 

“Now we’re getting these 
richer tourists on yachts,” 
said Nikola Lazarevic, owner 
of the Grispolis restaurant 
in Bigovo, perched on a 
deep sea bay nestled be¬ 
tween pristine hills covered 
with ancient olive trees. 

“More money spent, bet¬ 
ter for us,” Lazarevic said as 
he served delicious grilled 
fish spiced with garlic 
and parsley, coupled with 
famous Montenegrin Vranac 
red wine.

Artist ‘discovers’ new way to view 
Christopher Columbus monument 


Controversial vision. 

Plan to build art 
installation around 
iconic statue 
in Manhattan 
draws criticism 


A Japanese artist is inviting 
the public to have an intim¬ 
ate view of Christopher Col¬ 
umbus high above a hectic 
intersection in midtown Man¬ 
hattan. 


Tatzu Nishi is constructing 
a contemporaiy living room 
on top of the Columbus 
Monument in Columbus Cir¬ 
cle, where a 13-foot statue of 
Columbus is perched on a six- 
story column in the middle of 
a plaza where five busy streets 
intersect by an entrance to 
Central Park. 

Some Italian-Americans 
say the art project makes a 
mockery of the great explorer 
and trivializes history. 

Discovering Columbus, 
commissioned by the non¬ 
profit Public Art Fund, is a free

exhibition that will run from 
Sept. 20 to Nov. 18. 

Nishi has encased the 
70-foot-tall column in scaf¬ 
folding and is in the process 
of erecting the living room — 
complete with couch, coffee 
table and lamps — around the 
figure of Columbus. 

Visitors will climb stairs to 
reach the living room, where 
they will have a bird’s-eye 
view of the city and Central 
Park. An elevator will be avail¬ 


able for those who can’t climb 
the stairs. 

“Encasing this majestic 
statue in a cocoon of concep¬ 
tual art demeans the commun¬ 
ity and triviahzes history,” 
said Rosario laconis, chairman 
of the Italic Institute of Amer¬ 
ica, an education think-tank 
that represents about 1,000 
Italians nationwide. 

The fund said it received 
no objections to the art in¬ 
stallation from other Italian 



groups, including the Col¬ 
umbus Citizens Foundation, 
a 600-member organization 
that sponsors the annual 
New York City Columbus Day 
Parade; the 50,000-member 
National Italian American 
Foundation in Washington, 
D.C.; and the Itahan counsel 
general in New York. 

Nicholas Baume, director 
and chief curator of the Pub¬ 
lic Art Fund, said he believed 
people’s response to the piece 


will be different once they 
see it. “What Nishi’s work is 
all about is drawing attention 
and giving access to the pub¬ 
lic to urban monuments, stat¬ 
ues and architectural details 
that they wouldn’t normally 
have access to and to present 
it in a new way that gives it a 
contemporary relevance and 
opens our eyes to something 
that is perhaps overlooked,” 
he said.

Chris Lund graduated from 
Queen’s University in 2011 
with a range of experience 
more accustomed to someone 
many years his senior. 

Only two months after 
graduation, he started a pos¬ 
ition as a web editor and writer 
for The Score Sports Network, 
managing the website’s editor¬ 
ial content. 

It’s an entry-level job any 
sports journalist would jump 
at. 

Chris hadn’t cashed in on 
family connections; he hadn’t 
lied on his numerous resumes; 
indeed, he isn’t even a graduate 
of a journalism program. 

And yet, despite Chris’s 
uncommon track record with 
the written word, his journey 
begins with that most conven¬ 


tional of written modes — a 
blog. 

Humble beginnings 

In July 2009, Chris and his 
friend Matt Piazza started a 
blog at AlwaysOUAblogspot. 
com. 

The duo were dissatisfied 
with the then-hmited coverage 
of Ontario University Athletics 
(OUA). 

National media outlets pay 
httle attention to varsity level 
game play, while university 


press departments generally 
focus on the prospects of their 
own teams. 

“We didn’t want what we 
thought were very entertaining 
and very competitive sports to 
go unnoticed,” said Chris. 

Original ideas are rare on 
the Internet. With milhons of 
blogs online — over 100 mil¬ 
lion as of 2011 — it’s safe to say 
that if you can think of a topic, 
someone is probably blogging 
about it already. 

AlwaysOUA proved the ex¬ 


ception. 

Branching out 

The blog suddenly filled a void 
for the OUA community. 

“We had press credentials 
from pretty much every school 
and team in the province with¬ 
in our first month, just because 
teams are so willing to have ex¬ 
tra coverage,” said Chris. 

Close proximity to teams 
helped the pair develop inter¬ 
esting coverage while explor¬ 
ing different ways to raise the 
profile of OUA game play. 

“We conducted polls ask¬ 
ing students, ‘How can we get 
you out to games?’ and shared 
the results with schools and 
teams,” Chris said. 

Chris also submitted an op¬ 
ed piece to the Queen’s Univer¬ 
sity student newspaper, titled. 
We need to value our campus 
athletics, and put his mouth 
where his money was, taking 
the microphone as the sports 
director for Queen’s campus 
radio station, CFRC-FM. 

More than just a blog 

Within a year, the blog started 
an opportunity snowball. 

Clnis was contacted by The 
Score Sports Network, who 
asked hiim to contribute to 
their University Rush blog. 

With his foot in the door. 


Chris began networking with 
professionals in his field and 
foimd himself in touch with 
a copy editor for The Hockey 
News, who referred him to the 
paper’s editorial internship pro¬ 
gram. He started in May 2011. 

“The Hockey News is the 
premier publication for the 
sport. NHL players have sub¬ 
scriptions. If it says it in there, 
it matters,” said Chris. 

With his experience in writ¬ 
ing, editing and public rela¬ 
tions, Chris set his sights on a 
full-time job when a web editor 
position at The Score crossed 
his desk. 

With his track record for 
dedicated work at the grass¬ 
roots level and beyond, it’s no 
surprise he got the job. 

Back to basics 

Now 22, Chris has a linkedln 
profile with a volume of quali¬ 
fications and experience that 
most of us hope to have in five 
years — with luck.

“When the blog started 
getting attention from other 
writers and schools, I had a mo¬ 
ment where I thought, ‘I can do 
this.’

NHL makes new offer to the playeis 



“I’m encouraged that we’re talking, to 
be honest with you.” 

NHL player representative Mathieu Darche on Tuesday’s proposal 
from the league. Darche added that it's obvious the NHL took time to 
come up with the new proposal. 


Gary Bettman believes the 
NHL took a “significant” step 
with the counter-proposal it 
presented in the latest round 
of collective bargaining. 

The commissioner laid out 
the details of a new offer to 
the NHL Players’ Association 
on Tuesday morning and later 
told reporters that it was an 
improvement from the initial 
offer put forth by the NHL last 
month. 

“We believe that we made a 
significant, meaningful step,” 
said Bettman. 

Neither side would discuss 
specific elements of the new 
deal. NHLPA executive direc¬ 
tor Donald Fehr gave an initial 


response to the league on Tues¬ 
day afternoon and requested 
that the parties gather again 
Wednesday after the union has 
had more time to examine it. 

“It’s a proposal that we in¬ 
tend to respond to,” said Fehr. 
“I’ll leave it at that.” 

The current collective agree¬ 
ment expires Sept. 15 and the 
NHL has said it will lock the 


players out if a new deal isn’t 
reached by then. 

The owners and players 
have had trouble getting on the 
same page. Bettman indicated 
the league’s new offer was a 
direct counter-proposal to the 
offer the players put forth two 
weeks ago and hopes it helps 
spark negotiations. 

“I’m trying to get us on to 


the same page. I’m trying to get 
us on to a common language,” 
he said. 

The proposal was imveiled 
in an intimate setting, with 
only Fehr and top assistant 
Steve Fehr in the room for the 
players and Bettman and dep¬ 
uty commissioner Bill Daly for 
the league. The morning meet¬ 
ing lasted about 45 minutes and 
concluded with Donald Fehr 
saying he wanted to apprise his 
constituents of the situation. 

About four hours later, the 
Fehr brothers returned to the 
NHL’s head office along with 
players Mathieu Darche, Ron 
Hainsey and Douglas Murray.

Canadians should be grate¬ 
ful that General Motors has 
brought the Chevrolet Orlan¬ 


do to this country. 

That’s because, for some 
reason, Chevy fans and deal¬ 
ers south of the border are go¬ 
ing without this practical and 
affordable wagon that hails 
from GM’s Korean subsidiary. 
Named for a city in Florida, 
but won’t be available there? 

Interesting. 

The Orlando (perhaps 
the Saskatoon or the Hali¬ 
fax might have made better 
names) slots directly below 


the five-seat Equinox and well 
below the full-size Traverse in 
Chevrolet’s tail-wagon hier¬ 
archy. 

This junior-sized, front- 
wheel-drive space maker is an 
ideal minivan alternative. Its 
seven-passenger capacity is a 
match for most vehicles in the 
people-mover class, albeit in 
a tighter package for people 
and goods. But the Orlando 
actually competes against 
the Mazda 5, Kia Rondo and 


Dodge Journey. This trio also 
offers three-row seating and 
all but only the Journey can 
be ordered with optional all¬ 
wheel-drive. 

The Orlando might have 
far offshore roots, but from its 
prominent Chevrolet “bow- 
tie” brand on the grille to its 
rear liftgate, this wagon is 
definitely domestically influ¬ 
enced. In particular the side 
view appears inspired by the 
bigger Traverse, especially the 


wide doors and the upsweep 
of the roof pillar. The charac¬ 
ter-adding flared-out fenders 
and full-length roof rails also 
help make the vehicle appear 
larger than it actually is. 

With its up-front costs 
within reach of most Can¬ 
adian families, the Orlando 
should easily make the active- 
consideration hst.

World’s yardstick for 
performance, the 
Nurburgring, caught 
in the crossfire of 
promises gone bad, 
strange business model 
ideas and a government 
that's had enough of 
pouring money in ‘The 
Green HelT

Former Formula One driver 
Sir Jackie Stewart called it 
“The Green Hell” for a reason. 
It’s tough and dangerous. But 
the Nurburgring might have 
earned the name lately for 
a completely different rea¬ 
son. The wrong reason. It’s a 
money pit. 

It’s a story of bad busi¬ 
ness, angry locals, bribery 
allegations, and more twists 
and bends than the 174 turns 
once featured on the same 
Nurburgring racetrack all this 
intrigue surrounds. 

The Nurburgring is a 
legendary motorsports com¬ 
plex built around the village 
of Niirburg, in the Eifel Moun¬ 
tains of West Germany. 

It was once the thriving 
standard of road racing and 
a familiar home to the For¬ 
mula One German Grand Prix 
and has become the perform¬ 
ance yardstick for many auto¬ 
makers around the world. 
But major changes to the 
iconic racetrack and a failed 
business plan have recently 
driven this once proud facil¬ 
ity into bankruptcy, putting 
the 85-year-old complex in 
jeopardy. 

According to multiple 
reports, the Nurburgring — 
which is 90 per cent owned 
by the state government in 
Rhineland-Palatinate — faces 
a debt of 300 million euros 
($365 million) after major and 
costly renovations in 2009 
didn’t generate the necessary 
revenue to meet loan pay¬ 
ments. 

The German state tried to 
avoid bankruptcy for its track 
in July, or at least buy a little 
time, by filing for an emer¬ 
gency loan of 13 milhon euros 
($15.8 million) from the Euro¬ 
pean government. But with 
the European economy cur¬ 
rently running on financial 
fumes, the European Gom- 
mission denied the request 
and state governor, Ken Beck, 



conceded the inevitable. 

“There is a high probabil¬ 
ity of insolvency (July 2012) 
due to a lack of liquidity.” 

What all of this means to 
the future of Nurburgring and 
its place as a Formula One site 
remains uncertain and impos¬ 
sible to predict, but looking 
back to how the racing com¬ 
plex went from invincibility 
to insolvency is a necessary 
step before looking forward. 

Opening in 1927, the ori¬ 
ginal Nurburgring course 
featured four different lay¬ 
outs — the longest being 28 
kilometres — to accommo¬ 
date different racing series. 
Because it was considered the 
most demanding, treacher¬ 
ous and difficult racing circuit 
in the world, Nurburgring 
earned the nickname “The 
Green Hell” from Stewart. 

Other than a few tweaks 
and some safety improve¬ 
ments, Nurburgring re¬ 
mained relatively unchanged 
until 1970 when the track 
was made straighter, smooth¬ 
er, shorter, slower and safer, 
much to the dismay of the 
locals who found the new 
configuration to be too “user 
friendly.” 

Nurburgring became a 
regular stop on the Formula 
One circuit in 1951 and re¬ 
mained one until 1976, when 
the German Grand Prix was 
moved to Hockenheimring in 
Hockenheim, Germany, for 
eveiy year between 1977 and 
2006, save for 1985. 

And while Nurburgring 
lost its hold on the Formula 
One race, public events and 
other racing initiatives kept 
the track solvent and stable 
until a bold and expensive 
decision in 2004 to undergo 
massive renovations became 
the first domino to bankrupt¬ 
cy. 

Hoping to generate rev¬ 
enue from non-motorsport 
promotions in the area, 
grandiose plans emerged to 
build an amusement park, 
shopping mall and hotel on 
Nurburgring property, fur¬ 
ther irritating racing purists 
and the local fan base. 

According to a story on 
caranddriver.com, shady in¬ 
vestors promised to support 
the project, but never deliv¬ 
ered on the funds, putting a 
$610 million financial burden 
on the state government. The 
spending spree was finally 
put to an end in July when, 
after three years, it became 
clear the redevelopment pro¬ 
jects that were completed in 
2009 would never generate 
enough revenue to stay cur¬ 
rent on the loans. 

Ironically, 2009 was the 
same year the German Grand 
Prix returned — after a 20- 
year absence — to Nurbur¬ 
gring in an agreement with 
Hockenheimring to alternate 
the race each year between 
the two venues. Sharing the 
race would help ease the fi¬ 
nancial burden for each site 
of the multi-million host fees 
paid by tracks interested in 
holding a Formula One race. 

And that brings us back to 
today’s bankruptcy proceed¬ 
ings. Hoping to preserve the 
German Grand Prix date at

Nurburgring, Formula One 
Management president and 
GEO Bernie Ecclestone re¬ 
cently offered a polarizing 
solution to keep Nurburgring 
as a biannual stop for the 
German Grand Prix. 

Ecclestone has said he is 
willing to wave the host fee 
— about $30 million paid to 
Formula One Management — 
provided his business gets to 
keep 100 per cent of the rev¬ 
enue earned by the event. 

Those negotiations are in 
their infancy and no official 
decision has been reached, 
but the Nurburgring saga 
took an interesting twist the 
weekend of July 21-22 when 
Ecclestone failed to show up 
for either the German Grand 
Prix or a meeting with Nur¬ 
burgring officials in Germany 
to discuss the financial crisis 
and possible solutions. 


Ecclestone, 81, has not 
talked publicly about the 
Nurburgring situation and he 
didn’t offer an explanation 
for the no-show, although 
speculation runs rampant. As 
for the future of Nurburgring 
and its place on the Formula 
One schedule, speculation is 
also the rule. 

It’s unlikely any private 
investors would be interest¬ 
ed in the amusement park, 
shopping mall and the other 
money pits on the property, 
and those will likely be shut 
down, while many believe 
secondary racing, concerts, 
public track rentals and any 
other profitable operations 
will remain intact. 

Whether that survivor list 
will ever include the German 
Grand Prix remains to be 
seen, in what has become a 
high-speed soap opera.

Put to the test. 

U.S. government and 
University of Michigan 
hope to make roads 
safer with cars that can 
talk to each other 


In a few weeks, about 2,800 
cars, trucks and buses will 
start talking to each other 
on the streets of Ann Arbor, 
Mich., in a giant experiment 
that U.S. government officials 
are hoping will lead to safer 
roads. 

Wireless devices will allow 
the vehicles to send signals 
to each other, warning their 
drivers of potential dangers 
such as stopped traffic or 
cars that might be blowing 


through a red light. They can 
even get traffic lights to turn 
green if no cars are coming 
the other way. 

The U.S. Department 
of Transportation and the 
University of Michigan are 
hoping the year-long, $25 mil¬ 
lion project generates data 
that show the devices can cut 
down on traffic crashes. 

Officials say eventually 
this could lead to the devices 
going in every car. About 500 
vehicles with the devices 
are now on the roads. That 
will rise to 2,800 in about 
six weeks, officials said last 
week. 

“This is a big day for safe¬ 
ty,” Transportation Secretary 
Ray LaHood said at an event 
at the university formally 
kicking off the experiment. 

“WeTl use this informa-

tion to decide if vehicle tech¬ 
nology can be applied to daily 
lives.” 

More than 32,000 people 
died last year in U.S. traffic 
crashes, down 1.7 per cent 
from 2010. The number of 
crashes has fallen in recent 
years as automakers added 
safety devices such as air 
bags, antilock brakes and 
stability control, which helps 
drivers keep cars under con¬ 


trol in emergency situations. 

But LaHood said that 80 
per cent of crashes in which 
the drivers aren’t impaired 
by drugs or alcohol could be 
prevented — or the severity 
reduced — if cars could talk 
to each other. 

When the technology will 
make its way into cars and 
trucks everywhere is unclear. 
The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration has the 
authority to order the devices 
placed in all new cars, but 
LaHood said they’ll have to 
study the data before making 
any decision. The data will be 
available in about a year. 

In a demonstration at 
the Transportation Research 
Institute, a Volkswagen GTI 
equipped with a device got a 
signal that a car up ahead of 
it had braked. The warning al¬ 


Motorcycle riding tips for wet weather 



You should invest in a good quality pair of goggles, so your vision doesn’t look like this on the road, news Canada 


While most motorcyclists live 
for cruising the open road in 
warm and sunny weather, 
there are times when the rain 
clouds roll in and you have to 
navigate your way through 
wet and slippery conditions. 

If you get stuck in a down¬ 
pour, consider the following 
safety tips from Dave Minor, 
vice president at TD Insur¬ 
ance, to ensure you arrive 
safely at your destination: 

Back to the basics 

Sit deep in the seat and rest 
your hands on the bars with¬ 
out gripping them too tightly. 
It’s important to rememb^er to 
relax, be alert and slow down. 
Give yourself plenty of extra 
time to get to your destina¬ 
tion, and leave extra space be¬ 
tween you and other vehicles. 

Wear the proper gear 

If the rain is coming down 
hard, you’ll need a visor to 
maintain good, clear vision. 
Be careful, as poor-quality 
visors can fog up in the rain. 


Invest in a good quahty pair of 
goggles and consider an anti¬ 
fogging liquid to keep in your 
bike. 

Watch out for slippery 
surfaces 

Steel is the most slippery sur¬ 
face on wet roads, so try to 
avoid hazards hkes manhole 
covers and streetcar tracks. 
Also be aware of painted lines 


on the road — these too are 
slippery when wet. When you 
do come upon these slippery 
surfaces, slow down and stay 
loose, or pull over to a safe lo¬ 
cation. If the bike slides while 
you’re stiff, the slide will be 
amplified, so do your best to 
relax. 

Braking 

The best way to brake quickly 


in the rain is to progressively 
squeeze the brake. Do not 
brake abruptly Any sudden 
force on the wheel will cause 
a break in traction with the 
road. 

With practice, it is possible 
to brake quickly using this 
technique. Ease off the brake 
if you feel jerking, to prevent 
sliding.

lowed the GTI driver to slow 
down before seeing the brake 
lights on the car in front of 
him. The device also warned 
the GTI driver at a stop sign 
that another car was about to 
speed through the intersec¬ 
tion. 

Peter Sweatman, director 
of the institute, said testers 
will look for data showing 
that the warnings prevented 
crashes. Previous tests, on 


a smaller scale, showed the 
devices can stop crashes, he 
said. 

Technology is available so 
that connected cars could be 
on the road nationwide in 
under 10 years, Sweatman 
said. 

“I think this is going to 
kick ever37thing off,” he said. 
“This is going to move every¬ 
thing forward.”

It never hurts to have an extra 
pair of eyes watching the road. 
That’s the idea behind Subaru’s 
new EyeSight system, an afford¬ 
able package of safety technolo¬ 
gies that uses a unique stereo 
camera mounted at the top of 
the windshield. 

“This is the first system of 
its kind to be introduced on 
Subaru,” says Frederick Lane, 
speciahst for technical training 
at Subaru Canada. “It incorpor¬ 
ates seven safety features, in¬ 
cluding active sffety, preventa¬ 
tive safety, and passive safety.” 

EyeSight uses two charge- 
coupled device (CCD) cameras, 
developed by Subaru, which 
capture an image and turn it 
into electrical pulses that the 
system can recognize. The 
system processes these stereo 
images to identify vehicles, ob¬ 
stacles, traffic lanes and other 
items. By using images, the sys¬ 
tem doesn’t just realize objects 
are up ahead, but can accurate¬ 


ly identify them. 

“Radar (systems) know 
there’s something there, but 
can’t figure out what it is,” Lane 
says. “EyeSight is like a fighter 
jet targeting system, figuring 
out how much of a threat an 
object is.” 

It can also accurately deter¬ 
mine how far away each object 
is. 

“It captures images from the 
left and right cameras and will 
compare the contrast change 
from left to right, and figure 
out how many pixels are in be¬ 
tween the distance,” Lane says. 
“That’s how it views obstacles 
and how far away they are.” 

Using data from the cam¬ 
eras, the EyeSight system pro¬ 
vides adaptive cruise control, 
which keeps a pre-set distance 
from vehicles ahead; lane de¬ 
parture and sway warning, 
which beeps a warning if the 
driver crosses a line without 
signalling, or swerves back and 
forth through inattention or fa¬ 
tigue; and pre-collision braking 
and collision mitigation, apply¬ 
ing the brakes to either slow or 
stop if there’s something ahead 
and the driver isn’t reacting. 

The system will beep a 
warning at a stoplight if the 
car in front of you moves and 
you don’t, in case you’re lost in 
thought when the hght turns 
green. It is capable of recogniz¬ 
ing pedestrians, bicycles and 


It was a particularly hurt¬ 
ful thing to say because it was 
100 per cent accurate.
